machines incorporating improvements developed as a result of the test. 
Production has been started and orders are being accepted for these 
machines. Since construction is by hand at present, costs are approxi- 
mately 50$ higher than those expected when their factory in Switzerland 
is completely tooled and operating on a production basis.. Present quoted 
cost, 8500 Swiss francs per each machine." 
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
